U. S. Troops Hit 
IOO Miles From 
German Border 


American, British Bridgeheads At Mantes, Vernon Ara 


Linked Into Solid Assault Front; Last Of Nazi 


Resistance Now Wiped Out In Paris Area

American troops have occupied historic Chateau-Thierry 
anc] Soissons in the Aisne. 
Soissons scene of American First 
and Second division battles in World War I, lies 55 miles 
northeast of Paris aud 70 miles from the Belgian border. 
Parallel columns sweeping north reached the area of 
Fismes, lf) miles east of Soissons, and came to the upper Marne 
at two places between Chalons and Vitry, less than 50 miles 
from Verdun and a scant IOO miles from the German border. 
Tho last Nazi resistance has been crushed in the Paris area. Th* 
U. S 
Fifth arm y corps has captured the great I,e Rourget air field, 
whore Lindbergh landed, and the suburb of M ontmorency, w here the 
Germ ans m ade a last stand. 
Down the river on the Seine, the Am erican and British bridge­ 
heads at Mantes and Vernon are linked Into a solid assault front 2!i 
to 30 miles wide and the attack speared l l miles north of the stream 
almost to the Parls-Rouen highway. 
The new British bridgehead Hoar Louviers was deepened eight, 
miles north of the river and the Canadians from their crossing at 
P ort de L’A rche fought their way within sight of historic Rouen, only 
four and a half miles away. 
T he Allied drives now have begun to flank the G erm ans’ rocket 
bomb coast.

P E R H A P S the national indoor sport of speculat-

ing about the date for the end of the war can 
be classified as harmless, hut it gets to he a bore. 
W hether it ie going to happen this week, next 
month, next year or the year after, there are 
many more worthwhile things to he talking about. 
One of the more worthwhile things, for ex­ 
ample, might be Just what we are doing indi­ 
vidually and collectively to make the end of the 
war come sooner, instead of Iller 
Some of us 
are taking our eye off the hall occasionally. VVe 
may forget what game we are playing lf this 
thing goes on long enough. The fact is, the war 
hasn't ended yet and there si ill is a lot of work 
to be done— the sam e kind of work th at has given 
us an excuse to be speculating about the evidence 
th a t 
the 
work 
already 
accomplished 
really 
amounted to something. 
A nother worthwhile subject that could receive 
more attention is post-war planning et the prac­ 
tical level; the brass hats and big-wigs will take 
r a re of it at the dream level. Hut when the show­ 
down finally comes, it won’t be dream s but the 
collective effort of millions of Individuals that 
will determ ine what our own post-war is going 
to look like. Instead of betting on a date when 
Germany will quit, it would be helpful to lay a 
few bets th at a year later we would have done 
our individual best to get America out of the 
m ess the collapse of the war boom will cause 
if too many of us lie back and wait for something 
to turn up. 
And last, but not least, it would be worthwhile 
to spend more tim e trying to understand that 
the IO,OOO,000-odd men In uniform are doing the 
fighting are vastly more Im portant than the 125,- 
000,000-odd Am ericana who, because they have 
had a chance to stay home, are doing most of the 
talking. T h e civilian's role in this w ar is to keep 
his nose to the grindstone until the men in uni­ 
form say, “ Hold It, that's enough for uow." W hat 
they are doing to end the war Is so much more 
im portant than what w’e arc thinking and guess­ 
ing. that it would be more becoming not to m en ­ 
tion it any oftener than necessary.

Historic Events Of Last Day 


In Paris Bared By One 


Who Was There

The Herriots w ent into an ante 
room while Abetz and Laval dis­
